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PREFACE. 



Since the publication of Merriirs Dictionary of the N^ative Plant 
Names of the Philippine Islands (Bulletin No. 8, Bureau of Govern- 
ment Laboratories, 1903), the knowledge concerning the identity and 
distribution of the principal Philippine timbers has been increased 
considerably. It is thought advisable to bring this together in the 
form of a preliminary check list, in order that there may be a more 
substantial basis for the gathering of data concerning the distribution, 
vulgar nomenclature, silvics, and uses of the various timber trees of 
the Islands. 

The arrangement of the material is based upon common names of 
the wood and the botanical identification of the species that produce 
it. In this, as in other countries, the woods of closely allied species, 
or those of a number of widely different species that produce wood of 
closely allied structure, are grouped under a common commercial name. 

Under the heading of "Distribution^^ there is collected the knowl- 
edge of the botanical distribution, based upon herbarium material de- 
posited in the herbarium of the Bureau of Science. Where common 
names are foimd on the labels, they are inserted. The unit of distribu- 
tion, in most instances, is the province. In some cases the province is 
considered too large, and then the subprovince is used, or if a province 
comprises more than one island, the latter is taken as the unit. It 
is true that in many instances confining the distribution to botanical 
material actually collected and deposited does not show fully all that is 
known of the species, for easily recognized species, like Amuguis, 
Cupang, and others, are known to be much more widely distributed 
than indicated by the collections, both from reports of foresters and 
collections made previous to American occupation but not now on 
deposit in the Philippine Islands. Yet, on the other hand, many species 
not easily recognized in the field are confused and reported under 
names that clearly do not belong to them. On the whole, therefore, it 
is thought advisable to base the range entirely on herbarium material. 
By consulting this list, forest oflScers can see at a glance whether or not 
there has been collected in the different units of the districts under 
their supervision the species in question. They can direct their atten- 
tion to the collection of such species as are lacking, and thus place our 
knowledge of range on a firm foundation. 

The list of common names given includes those on the herbarium 
sheets of the Bureau of Science, those reported by forest officers, and 
the names which have been used in such previous publications as are 
available. Often these names differ only in spelling, in other cases 

some appear which are probably nowhere actually applied to the species 
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in question, but which have found their way into the records through 
error, while in still other cases the same common names are applied 
to many different trees. In order to clear up this confusion and fix 
upon correct and as nearly as possible universally accepted common 
names the entire list has been retained. At the head of paragraphs the 
most widely accepted common name has been used, although future 
investigation may show that some of these must be changed. The 
names given in the list of synonyms must therefore be accepted with 
caution. 

The list of species is practically the same list as is us^d by Dr. 
F. W. Foxworthy, of the Bureau of Science, in his recent paper on Phil- 
ippine woods. That all the commercial woods are not herein included 
is admitted. 

The arrangement is by families, according to the Engler and Prantl 
system, and the scientific nomenclature is that found on the herbarium 
sheets in the herbarium of the Bureau of Science.
